Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois Public Aid Code is anended by

changing Section 4-1.12 as foll ows:

(305 ILCS 5/4-1.12)

Sec. 4-1.12. Five year limtation.

(a) No assistance unit shall be eligible for a cash
grant wunder this Article if it includes an adult who has
recei ved cash assistance as an adult for 60 nonths, whether
or not consecutive, after the effective date of this
anmendatory Act of 1997. The Illinois Departnment may exenpt
i ndi vidual assistance wunits fromthe 60-nonth Iimtation or
determ ne circunstances under which a nonth or nonths would
not count towards the 60-nonth [imtation even though the

assistance unit did receive cash assistance under this

Article.

(b) In addition to nonths that the 1llinois Departnent
determnes by rule not to count toward the 60-nonth
[imtation, the |Illinois Departnent may not count nonths in

which the adult receiving assistance under this Article is

the primary caregiver for a disabled famly nenber, as

defined by the Illinois Departnment in rules, if the denands

of <caregiving are inconsistent with sustai ned enpl oynent. In

addition, famlies that neet the definition in the preceding

sentence that have exhausted eligibility for cash assi stance

under the 60-nonth limtation shall be eliqgible for cash

assi stance without regard to the 60-nonth limtation.
